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DON’T FAIL DEMOCRACY TEST 
Editor, SEE: 

Ihave heard several times in the 
Canadian media, a discussion of 
whether or not Mr. Bush would 
declare war on Iraq. In fact, if the US 
Constitution has any meaning at all, 
he cannot. The authority to declare 
war rests with the people of the 
United States as expressed through 
representatives and senators in the 
US Congress. I believe that when the 
Congress gave a cage light to the 
White House in the fall, the US 
entered a gray area with respect to 
war and the Constitution — some- 
thing like the situation was during 
the undeclared war in Viet Nam. By 
not asserting its authority, the US 
Congress has abandoned its role, 
which is outlined in the US 
Constitution — the principles of 
which wars are meant to defend. 

Asa voting US Citizen, I have 
petitioned my representatives in 
Congress to assert the authority that 
they alone possess. In essence, I have 
asked them to decide if there should 
be a war. There is now a 
groundswell of public opposition to 
Mr. Bush's war that could very well 
be reflected in a post-November 
election congressional vote. I have 
expressed to the delegation of the 
state where I vote that I believe the 
hard-line, hawkish stance of the 
White House is uncalled for and that 
the issues surrounding Iraqi disar- 
mament can be addressed through 
diplomacy and through the inspec- 
tions regime of the UN. I wish that 
Canada would distance itself from 
the US on this issue (and several oth- 
ers for that matter) and that it would 
align itself with those European 
countries which are doing the same. 

I call on Canadian citizens to 
express their opinions to their MPs, 
to the Prime Minister and to the 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs and 
Defence. At the very least, we 
should all speak out to those whom 
we have chosen to represent us and 
let them know what we think — we 
are the voting public, after all. If we 
fail to make ourselves heard, then 
we have failed as citizens of a 
democracy.

An alternative to war 


Former president says attack makes no sense, even if Saddam is lying 


DESPITE MARSHALLING POWERFUL 
armed forces in the Persian Gulf 
region and a virtual declaration of 
war in the State of the Union mes- 
sage, our government has not made 
a case for a preemptive military 
strike against Iraq, either at home or 
in Europe. 

Recent vituperative attacks on 
US. policy by famous and respected 
men like Nelson Mandela and John 
Le Carré, although excessive, are 
echoed in a Web site poll conducted 
by the European edition of Time 
magazine. The question was “Which 
country poses the greatest danger to 
world peace in 2003?” With several 
hundred thousand votes cast, the 
responses were: North Korea, 7 per- 
cent; Iraq, 8 percent; the United 
States, 84 percent. This is a gross dis- 
tortion of our nation’s character, and 
America is not inclined to let foreign 
voices answer the preeminent ques- 
tion that President Bush is present- 
ing to the world, but it is sobering to 
realize how much doubt and con- 
sternation has been raised about our 
motives for war in the absence of 
convincing proof of a genuine threat 
from Iraq. 

The world will be awaiting 
Wednesday’s presentation of specif- 
ic evidence by Secretary of State 
Colin Powell concerning Iraq's pos- 
session of weapons of mass destruc- 
tion. As an acknowledged voice of 
moderation, his message will carry 
enormous weight in shaping public 
opinion. But even if his effort is suc- 
cessful and lies and trickery by 
Saddam Hussein are exposed, this 
will not indicate any real or proxi- 
mate threat by Iraq to the United 
States or to our allies. 

With overwhelming military 
strength now deployed against him 
and with intense monitoring from 
space surveillance and the U.N. 
inspection team on the ground, any 
belligerent move by Saddam against 
a neighbor would be suicidal. An 
effort to produce or deploy chemical 
or biological weapons or to make the 
slightest move toward a nuclear 
explosive would be inconceivable. If 
Iraq does possess such concealed 
weapons, as is quite likely, Saddam

would use them only in the most 
extreme circumstances, in the face of 
an invasion of Iraq, when all hope of 
avoiding the destruction of his 
regime is lost

In Washington, there is no longer 
any mention of Osama bin Laden, 
and the concentration of public state- 
ments on his international terrorist 
network is mostly limited to still- 
unproven allegations about its con- 
nection with Iraq. The worldwide 
commitment and top priority of 
fighting terrorism that was generat- 
ed after Sept. 11 has been attenuated 
as Iraq has become the preeminent 
obsession of political leaders and the 
general public. 

In addition to the need to re-invig- 
orate the global team effort against 
international terrorism, there are 
other major problems being held in 
abeyance as our nation’s foreign pol- 
icy is concentrated on proving its 
case for a planned attack on Iraq. We 
have just postponed again the pro- 
mulgation of the long-awaited “road 
map” that the U.S. and other inter- 
national leaders have drafted for 
resolving the Israeli-Palestinian con- 
flict. This is a festering cancer and 





the root cause of much of the anti- 
American sentiment that has 
evolved throughout the world. At 
the same time, satellite observations 
of North Korea have indicated that 
nuclear fuel rods, frozen under inter- 
national surveillance since 1994, are 
now being moved from the 
Yongbyon site to an undisclosed 
destination, possibly for reprocess- 
ing into explosives. It is imperative 
that this threat to Asian stability be 
met with aggressive diplomacy 

Since it is obvious that Saddam 
Hussein has the capability and 
desire to build an arsenal of prohibit- 
ed weapons and probably has some 
of them hidden within his country, 
what can be done to prevent the 
development of a real Iraqi threat? 
The most obvious answer is a sus- 
tained and enlarged inspection team, 
deployed as a permanent entity until 
the United States and other mem- 
bers of the U.N. Security Council 
determine that its presence Is no 
longer needed. For almost eight 
years following the Gulf War until it 
was withdrawn four years ago, 
UNSCOM proved to be very effec- 
tive in locating and destroying Iraq's 
formidable arsenal, including more 
than 900 missiles and biological and 
chemical weapons left over from 
their previous war with Iran. 

Even if Iraq should come into full 
compliance now, such follow-up 
monitoring will be necessary. The 
cost of an on-site inspection team 
would be minuscule compared to 
war, Saddam would have no choice 
except to comply, the results would 
be certain, military and civilian casu- 
alties would be avoided, there 
would be almost unanimous world- 
wide support, and the United States 
could regain its leadership in com- 
bating the real threat of international 
terrorism.

HANK WILLIAMS WAS A LUNATIC, 
a pill-popping alcoholic who wet the 
bed, a renegade barely tolerated by 
the hidebound conservatives in 
Nashville — of which there were 
many — who loved his music but 
hated him for his excesses. He died 
on New Year's Eve 50 years ago at 
the age of 29, but his legend still 
casts a long shadow over popular 
music, especially in the form of the 
outlaw country branch, from Johnny 
Cash to Merle Haggard, Waylon 
Jennings to Steve Earle. But, for all 
his hell raising ways, the reason we 
still remember Williams 50 years 
after the fact is his songwriting, 
which leapt over the invisible coun- 
try music barrier to be covered by an 
almost astonishingly diverse num- 
ber of performers. Ray Charles, 
Tony Bennett and Norah Jones all 
had their kick at the can with a 
Williams tune, and all had success 
translating it to their own style. The 
Grand Old Opry, the hypocritical 
Nashville institution that banned 
Williams in his lifetime, but quickly 
embraced him when he was safely 
dead, recently put together a tribute 
night for him. Little wonder that gui- 
tarist Doug Andrews of Circus in 
Flames had a little thought percolat- 
ing in the back of his head last year 
as he was rehearsing in town for a 
performance of The Gift: a Tribute to 
lan Tyson.

Campbell Brothers spread 
the gospel of “Sacred Steel” 


THE CAMPBELL BROTHERS 
THERE IS A LONG HISTORY OF AF- 
rican-American musicians and 
singers having their talents recog- 
nized and nurtured in the church and 
then using those talents in secular 
careers. In the case of The Campbell 
Brothers, they'll be bringing “Sacred 
Steel” to the secular world of the 
Winspear Friday, and, according to 
Chuck Campbell, they have no inten- 
tion of leaving their church behind. 

“We may become secular in the 
way that the Staples Singers have 
become secular”, he says on the 
phone from Michigan (whi 
job with the gas company is). 
we always plan to hold on to our 
roots; we'll always play in the church, 
first and foremost. 

While we've all heard the steel gui- 
tar over the years in country and 
blues, the idea of “Sacred Steel” is 
new to most of us. I asked Chuck to 
explain. “Bob Stone, a folklorist, 
coined the term ‘Sacred Steel’ in the 
early ‘90s, but the tradition goes back 
tothe early years of the 20th century 
when Mary Magdelena Tate founded 
the House of God Church in Florida. 
When Mother Tate died in 1930, the 
church was split into three separate 
dominions and we were in the Keith 
Dominion, [named] after our leader 
at that time, Mary Keith. In a Catholic 
Church the organ leads the service. 


Churches in the south were poor, no 
piano or organ was available. In the 
late ‘30s, Willie Eason began playing 
the lap steel guitar in services, using it 
to mimic voices in the church and 
we've all been doing it ever since.” 

Chuck began playing the lap steel 
in church at the age of 12 and moved 
on to pedal steel at the age of 17. His 
brother Darick plays lap steel, Denise 
Jackson and Katie Jackson sing while 
Campbell brothers Phillip and 
Carlton are featured on guitar and 
drums respectively he uniqueness 
of the way we play is that we have to 
play all the parts. It’s the tradition in 
our church that the steel must play 

ss, rhythm and lead.” One listen to 
their fourth recording, Sacred Steel on 
Tour, (released on Arhoolie records in 
2001) shows that the lack of a bass 
player is no hindrance. The music is 
at once inspirational, electrifying and 
moving. 

How do the Campbell Brothers 
manage to balance their devotion to 
church, job commitments and a per- 
formance calendar that is becoming, 
increasingly full?

Ryan Ramsdell and Aaron Henke 
seem to lack all of these traits, but 
they can be forgiven.

Ramsdell is quick to interject,

tle frustrating these days. “We've 
been trying to get some government 
grants for this,” says Ramsdell, “but 
with the music we play, it’s tough to 
get that kind of official support.”

OVER THE LAST TEN YEARS, DJ TALL 
Paul, with his focus on the party, has 
developed a reputation as one of the 
best DJs in the world. A perennial 
top 20 in D] Magazine's Top 100 pool, 
he caught his first break spinning at 
parties for his dad’s club, Turnmills, 
when he was only 16. Since then, to 
say that his popularity has exploded 
would be an understatement. The 
1999 Muzik magazine DJ of the year is 
a producer as well, with remixes for 
New Order, the Stone Roses and his 
own album, Back and Forth, on 
Moonshine. Tall Paul will be in 
Edmonton this weekend, headlining 
Vinyl Fantasy III at Reds. Remix 
caught up with him at his home in 
London. 


Remix: So you're buying records, 
playing at Turnmills...what was 
your first big break? 

Tall Paul: It was a long time com- 
ing. A lot of people think [because 
it’s] your dad’s club, bang and off 
you go-But, the illegal parties were 
big then and the clubs didn’t really 
have a market because they had to 
close at two am. It was a while 
before we got a later license, about 
the time that police were really 
clamping down on outside stuff. 
“Trade” started about 1990-91 and 
went all night. We were one of the 
first ones then to have a 24 hr. license 
in London. One of only two in the 
UK at the time. We had rules, fire 
exits, a safe venue. I spent a lot of 
time there, got a residency about 93- 
94. That’s where it took off. 


Rmx: What do you want when 
spinning a set and what do you 
want the audience to come away 
with? 

TPaul: I want everyone to come 
away ona high, a buzz. The crowd 
should be fired up in Edmonton 
because it’s the last night of the tour 
and I want to go out with a bang. 
We're gonna put the foot down and 
have some fun, as long as we can. 


Rmx: What's better...DJing or pro- 
ducing? 

TPaul: I'd say producing. There's 
nothing better than playing a tune 
for the first time and getting that 
reaction from the crowd. You can’t 
tell in the studio sometimes how big, 
it’s going to be. Then, you play it for 
the first time [and] people [start] 
bugging you about what it was and 
Monday morning the phone's ring- 
ing off the hook. That's a great feel- 
ing. It really is. 


Rmx: Listening to the recent 
Mixed Sessions Vol. 2, you have

some darker progressive stuff, some 
sped-up funky house and then some 
melodic stuff. Could you be the type 
of DJ to only play one style? 

TPaul: I’ve always had a style of 
keeping to a similar vein, but drop- 
ping different elements in: a vocal, 
tribal, trance, harder stuff... but it 
never sounds out of place in the set. 
The latest mix was recorded live at 
Space in Miami. The night came 
first, not the CD, I mean, you want to 
play new music and what you think 
is good, but it doesn’t hurt to drop a 
familiar track once in a while. I 
wouldn’t want to go to a club and 
just hear three or four hours of stuff 
I’ve never heard of. Familiarity tends 
to bring the atmosphere up as well. 


Rmx: You're having a great run 
right now. Later, when you're 60 
years old, sitting at home... 

TPaul: (interrupts) Waiting to go 
out... 


Rmx: Wow. What will you take 
with you from the touring,-the par- 
ties and just being involved ina 
movement so special? 

TPaul: The main thing will be that 
I was part of a great scene and that I 
contributed musically, by producing 
and DJing, and to keeping a good 
vibe, having a good time. Cause 
that’s what it was all about for me 
and my friends back then; just being 
out and wanting to have something 
to talk about for the rest of the week. 


ON THE DECKS 
MASSIVE ATTACK’S NEW ALBUM 
The 100th Window (Virgin) is easily 
one of the year’s most anticipated 
albums. This is, after all, the same 
group that came up with 
“Unfinished Sympathy” and 
“Inertia Creeps.” The first listen is 
tough and a little confounding — the 
album is very un-Massive Attack. 
The funk is less evident, and the hip- 
hop and dub influences so necessary 
to their previous sound are barely 
touched upon. 

On second listen, though, after 
accepting that this won’t be a classic 
Attack, it becomes a lot easier to 
enjoy. The most obvious difference 
is in the lush sound that replaces the 
raw, sparse groove of their legacy. 
Countless guitar, string, organ and 
vocal lines are piled on each other — 
much more post-rock than hip-hop 
to be sure. For instance, “Future 
Proof” derives its soul from 
sequences rather than beats, while 
bleeps and the sounds of musique 
concrete are in the mix of “Butterfly 
Caught’. 

Vocalists star, as always, but are 
less prominent, lost among the 
sounds. Yet the track with the most 
distinguishable vocals, “A Prayer 
For England,” will have you wishing

Hogan’s hormones 
Audacious Schrader dissects dissolute star

LIKE HIS FREQUENT COLLABORATOR 
Martin Scorsese, Paul Schrader was 
studying to be a man of the cloth 
when he took a sharp turn into the 
world of cinema. Together Schrader 
and Scorsese gave life to “God's 
lonely man” Travis Bickle (Taxi 
Driver) and made movies based on 
the lives of Jake LaMotta and Jesus. 
Spiritual concerns underpin 
Schrader’s work, and Auto Focus, the 
biography of small-c celebrity homi- 
cide Bob Crane, is no exception. 

Much of the controversy sur- 
rounding the movie stems from 
Schrader’s and screenwriter Michael 
Gerbosi’s elaboration on the life of 
the man best known as Col. Robert 
Hogan on Hogan’s Heroes, the late- 
60s comedy series set ina German 
POW camp. In 1978, Crane was 
found dead in an Arizona hotel 
room, bludgeoned in his sleep, a 
cord cinched around his neck. The 
subsequent investigation turned up 
hours of homemade pornography 
that Crane and his friend John 
Carpenter had amassed over a 
decade of womanizing. Though he 
was never convicted, Carpenter was 
the prime suse in the murder, the 
theory being that Crane had grown 
tired of Carpenter and had told him 
the party was over. 

Some of Crane's surviving family 
have decried the movie's depiction 
of him as an increasingly pathetic 
sex addict. But Schrader uses 
Crane's well-documented addiction

Wilson), it’s because he’s a photogra- 
phy buff. 

When he gets cast in the lead of 
Hogan’s Heroes, his fame starts to 
attract female admirers, A funny, 
uncomfortable scene in which Crane 
seeks advice from his pastor illus- 
trates how ineffectual the platitudes 
of the church are in girding Crane 
against sin. Before long, Crane meets 
a video technician named John 
Carpenter (Willem Dafoe), who 
turns Crane on to new-fangled 
videotape technology. Crane goes 
from taking video of his kids to tap- 
ing his steady stream of sex parties 
with star-fuckers, creepy Carpenter 
his constant partner in lechery. 

Even the failure of his first mar- 
riage doesn’t slow Crane down. He 
marries his Hogan’s Heroes co-star 
and keeps right on humping every- 
thing in his path. After six years, the 
series finally ends and Crane, out of 
work and battling an image prob- 
lem, consoles himself with yet more 
sex, trading on the last glimmers of 
his waning celebrity as he drifts into 
dinner theatre to pay his bills. 


GENERAL KLUNKHEAD 

Auto Focus isn’t just a borrowed 
bit of camera terminology: it’s the 
essence of Crane’s dilemma and an 
ironic comment on the license 
bestowed on celebrities to indulge in 
excessive behaviour. Crane is so fix- 
ated on self-stimulation, sexual and 
ego-wise, that he can’t see the dam- 
age he’s inflicting on his family, his 
co-workers and himself. The time- 
frame of the film (1964 to 1978) cor- 
responds with a shift in sexual 
mores, from the square-jawed jet-set- 
ting sexism extolled by Playboy, 
through free love and into the 
nihilistic hedonism of the ‘70s, a shift 
Crane coasts on for a while until it 
becomes clear that, in evading the 
consequences of his habits, he no 
longer has much contact with reality. 

At first Greg Kinnear is an uneasy 
fit for the part, first and foremost 
because he bears almost no resem- 
blance to Crane — Crane's trade- 
mark squint, dazzling smile and lac- 
quered black hair were of a piece in 
conveying a slyness that Kinnear’s 

/ earnestness can’t approximate 








veys through a guy who wants noth- 
ing to do with depth 

The relationship between Crane 
and Carpenter as depicted probably 
involves much conjecture, but it’s a 
pertect fit for Schrader’s purposes 
Their insular mutual encc urage- 
ment, their fixation on the ¢ quip- 
ment (as though their audio-visual 
aptitude were the reason for their 
depredations), the way all their rela- 
tions are mediated by their shared 
compulsion, leaves no room for gen- 
uine emotional exchange 

Schrader’s treatment of the mater- 
ial is suitably audacious, starting 
with the cheery voiceover provided 
by Crane from beyond the grave. In 
one scene, Crane slips into day- 
dream on the set of Hogan’s Heroes 
that turns into a pornographic sce- 
nario involving Col. Klink and Set 
Schultz. In another, Crane gives an 
interview to a Christian publication 
about the success of his marriage 
while a montage divulges the cease 
less provision of his libido with 
strippers and groupies. 

Even ona superficial level, Auto 
Focus is a tremendously entertaining 
movie. That there’s so much lurking 
beneath its glossy, goofy surface 
reinforces Paul Schrader’s reputation 
as.a daring, thoughtful and painfully 
relevant filmmaker. If he’s done Bob 
Crane’s memory a disservice with 
Auto Focus, he’s at least provided the 
late actor with something that elud- 
ed him in life: one more shot at fame.

onds later, thinking he may learn 
something about his old man, an oil 
exec/ probable CIA operative who 
died under mysterious circum- 
stances. Drawn to this newfound 
father figure, Clayton joins a class of 
recruits at the CIA training facility 
called The Farm, which is actually an 
acreage somewhere near Toronto. 

During a series of outlandish yet 
fun-to-watch training exercises 
ripped from Tom Clancytown, 
USS.A,, Clayton falls for a fellow 
recruit named Layla. He's also 
pegged by Burke for esteemed NOC 
duty, meaning “Non-Official 
Cover,” or Top-Secret-James-Bond- 
Type-Shit duty. 

Clayton has to ferret-out a mole in 
the organization, and Layla’s 
involved. Burke has him use her 
trust to uncover some double-agent 
computer program theft. As his mis- 
sion progresses, he ‘s not sure who's 
really on his side or whose side he’s 
really on. The film does its best to 
indoctrinate the audience with the 
“trust no one” mantra. 

Despite usual spy flick inconsis- 
tencies, like agents being both ultra 
secretive and at other times conve-

niently sloppy, the film sucks you 
right into its world of flashy gadgets * 
and espionage. Well, at least during 
the first hour it does, until the film- 
makers’ attempts to build tension by 
constantly yanking the rug out from 
under the characters causes logic 
and motivation to surrender. Then 
someone pointing a gun spends the 
last 10-minutes of the movie explain- 
ing everything. 

It’s cheap and lazy, and it’s symp- 
tomatic of way too many movies 
these days. Apparently, the best way 
for a film to blow your mind is to 
never offer any firm footing, so that 
double-, triple-, even quadruple- 
crosses are the norm, nothing is 
what it seems, so no one can be 
trusted, and essentially nothing is 
implausible, and everything, 
becomes stupid. 

Of course you're not supposed to 
notice amidst the sexy leads, mind- 
blowing technology, and, in this 
case, larger-than-life performances. 
Sure, Pacino is fun to watch, even 
when delivering nonsense like, “I 
don’t have any answers. I only have 
secrets,” but his robust posturing is 
too much. It’s as if the sereenwriters 
penned long-winded diatribes just 
so he can do that “Pacino thing.”

TO BE THE ROMANTIC PARTNER OF 
a cultural icon would be difficult. To 
also be working in the same field as 
that romantic partner is a downright 
burden. 

Anne-Marie Miéville is the part- 
ner of Jean-Luc Godard. We all 
know Godard as one of the pillars of 
the French New Wave, of Alphaville 
and Breathless and Pierrot le Fou and 
Contempt and Hail Mary and contro- 
versy and revolution. Miéville has 
been a filmmaker in her own right, 
but it is only recently that her work 
has-been curated: the collection of 
four films showing at the Metro 
Cinema this weekend, spanning the 
years 1983 to 2000, premiered at the 
2001 Rotterdam Film Festival. 

One approaches her work on the 
horns of a dilemma: if it is bad, then 
we dismiss her; if it is good, we won- 
der to what extent her better half is 
involved in the production. We do 
not judge Godard’s other colleagues 
with such vigour: it’s not unreason- 
able to suggest that our predicament 
is the nature of social and critical 
judgment of women artists general- 
ly. 

” Her films share with Godard’s 
work the quality of unabashed intel- 
lectualism (which may be construed 
as coldness) and a tendency to make 


the camera a self-conscious observer 
of events. Her most recent films, 
Reaching an Understanding and We're 
All Still Here are at times exhausting- 
ly talkative and require the utmost 
concentration, but at the root of it, as 
intellectual as they are, both films are 
striving to find the heart in reason. 

Reaching an Understanding opens 
with a kind of behind the scenes 
introduction, the director explaining, 
the circumstances under which the 
film was made, with pretty shots of 
her daughter twirling in her birth- 
day dress and of gardens and of 
how Mieéville is learning how to 
crack a whip. When the “story” 
begins in earnest, it’s cold and dia- 
logue-heavy: two women, one 
unnamed (Miéville herself) and the 
younger, exuberant Cathos (Claude 
Perron) open with a discussion on 
the nature of speech. It is rather 
more like a seminar than a conversa- 
tion, and it continues when they 
meet up with their friend Robert 
(Godard), and later when Woman I 
brings home Arthur (Jacques 
Spiesser), a sailor she meets at a 
party. 

“We exist so existence can exist,” 
someone says at one point: The con- 
versatierrdrifts from the nature of 
misery and more talking and to and 
happiness and love and fear, to more 
talking, until Robert breaks down 
and weeps — “Must you really keep 
talking so much?” But as they 
emerge from the verbal battles, 
Robert avers that “Any kind of talk 
is better than deathly silence.” 

On the whole, We're All Still Here 
is a more structured film, but it is 
also more hopeful. It is composed of 
three parts: the first is a domestic

scene where two women friends 
(Aurore Clement and Bernadette 
Lafont) have a conversation about 
the true virtue of humanity, taken 
from one of Plato’s dialogues. 

The second is a theatrical mono- 
logue given by Jean-Luc Godard 
from “The Nature of 
Totalitarianism,” and the third is of a 
couple (Clement and Godard) taking 
a trip together. 

Mieéville’s portrait of the solitary 
individual claiming a connection to 
another is sweetly truthful and opti- 
mistic, in a reasonable yet passionate 
French kind of way. Certainly no 
American film could make an 
autumnal romance seem this warm 
and inviting —and normal. 

Perhaps this is Miéville’s strength: 
she does not merely bring a feminine 
perspective into the debate. 
Firebrands like Catherine Breillat 
have more than enough hysteria for 
any national cinema. These two 
films mesh the day to day with the 
philosophical, showing that the two 
are not mutually exclusive.

Lesley Manville hadn’t appeared in 
previous films by British writer- 
director Mike Leigh, you would 
swear to look at them that they’re 
not actors at all. You'd think Leigh 
perhaps rendered himself and his 
entire camera crew invisible, found 
themselves a family of lumpen 
working-class Londoners and fol- 
lowed them around for a while. 

Of course, making us care about a 
family of lumpen working-class 
Londoners is the tricky part, and 
therein enters the art of this particu- 
lar director. In All or Nothing, he 
trains his camera on shabby Phil 
Bassett (Spall), a driver for a London 
car service who looks like he’s had 


descended into a sort of existential 
stultification — married folk work 
all day and bed down early to avoid 
interaction or drink themselves stu- 
pid, while understimulated 
teenagers play chicken with their 
private parts or indulge in pointless 
rivalries. 

Beneath the grotty surface, how- 
ever, there's a lot going on. Phil and 
Penny have sunken inward with the 
course of time, their joys and discon- 
tents buried in the rubble of daily 
routine. Their kids are hardly better 
off. Rory repels all concern for his 
well-being with blasts of profane 
pique, while Rachel's reticence 
makes her the subject of increasingly 
pervy advances by a middle-aged 
co-worker. They all maintain an 


uneasy silence about what's going : 


on inside, until a situation arises 

forces everything into the open. Each 
performance here renders the whole 
utterly believable. =

black, Owen Wilson is trying to sell 
Jackie Chan on investing in motion 
pictures, a business where there'll be 
an audience for his physical skills, 
and where the language barrier will 
pose no problem. Aside from dis- 
playing a remarkable degree of tech- 
nological foresight — the Lumiere 
Brothers would not hold the first 
public screening until eight years 


after the film’s 1887 setting — there's 
more than a kernel of truth in 
Wilson's suggestion: Jackie Chan has 
long been acknowledged as the clos- 
est thing we have to the classic silent 
clowns. Accordingly, the screenwrit- 
ers take what they must have con- 
sidered the next logical step; one of 
the historical figures our cowpokes 
mosey into while visiting jolly old 
England is a feisty street urchin 
named Charles Chaplin (looking 
quite mature for a guy who wasn’t 
born until 1889). 

Historical revisionism can be 
entertaining when it’s well done 
(Shakespeare in Love, perhaps), but 





Shanghai Knights stretches to ridicu- 
lous extremes to accommodate all 
the historical w inking. Those gags 
that provoke a smile (Wilson’s 
lunkheaded Ripper-ignorant excla- 
mation “Whitechapel, huh? This 
looks like a great neighborhood!”’) 
are outweighed by those that make 
you want to crawl into your popcorn 
and die (I can cope with an 1887 car 
chase, but not the accompanying 
remix of The Who's “Magic Bus”) 

This results in an awkward situa- 
tion where the screenwriters pose a 
greater risk to your health than the 
villains. The sniveling Lord 
Rathbone wouldn't last a minute 
with a distinguished Victorian 
scoundrel along the lines of 
Professor Moriarty. And the oriental 
heavy, played by martial artist extra- 
ordinaire Donnie Yen, doesn’t have 
a diabolical bone in his body. 

In steering clear of tuming Yen 
into a cackling Fu Manchu, the writ- 
ers have inadvertently made him 
subservient to his Caucasian accom- 
plice.Worst of all, we never get a 
classic Donnie Yen/ Jackie Chan bat- 
tle. After Yen’s ridiculous underuti- 
lization in Blade 2 and Highlander; 
Endgame, one might hope for some- 
thing more than a docile tussle that’s 
over in about two minutes. With 
such lousy bad guys, it’s no wonder 
their fiendish plan is — and I kid 
you not — to mow down the royal 
family with a machine gun. 

But you know what? In Owen 
Wilson and Jackie Chan, we’ve got 
two of today’s most likeable leads: 
the ever-entertaining Wilson can sal- 


vage dialogue on his delivery alone 
— it’s not the size of the joke, it’s 
how he uses it — and Chan defies 
his advanced years for a few clever 
physical bits (although truthfully

THERE IS A MOMENTUM RIGHT 
now in Canadian theatre. Ten years 
ago, artists couldn't tour Canada to 
show their work. Thirty years ago, 
there barely was any distinctive 
Canadian flavor. 

But times have changed. Canada 
has developed a strong stage identity, 
and Workshop West Theatre’s 
Kaboom festival is part of a network 
building across the country, a network 
it’s feeding with playwrights from its 
greenhouse. Think of Brad Fraser, of 
course, but also Vern Thiessen, Marty 
Chan and Mieko Ouchi, to name but a 
few. 

The third Kaboom, curated by Ron 
Jenkins, festival founder and 
Workshop West artistic director- 
promises to be both entertaining and 
edgy, with programming wide in 
scope. In keeping with the company’s 
mandate, Kaboom was born to foster 
new local playwrights and give them 
a stepping-stone, as well as to bring in 
talent from other provinces. 
Workshop West has hooked up with a 
network that starts in Dartmouth, N.S. 
with the On the Waterfront event, 
passes through Quebec with the Multi 
festivals, crosses into Ontario to the 6 
Stages, then arrives in Alberta at 
Calgary's High Performance Rodeo 
and ending in a blast with Kaboom. 
The festivals allow artists to show their 
work to broader audiences and also to 
exchange and learn from each other.

Ghost River Theatre gnaws the hand that feeds

THE MYTHIC SAGA OF REV. WEIBO 
Ludwig. Who wouldn't be fascinat- 
ed? His tale has it all: a lead figure 
with intense Old Testament charis- 
ma and reclusive ways; a David and 
Goliath battle between a plucky 
Peace River-area family farm and an 
energy giant; huge chunks of unfet- 
tered environmentalism and anti- 
corporate terrorism; divided com- 
munities and strange bedfellow 
coalitions; and the requisite guns 
and dynamite you expect out of a 
still-wild west, Alberta-based tale. 

“1 was taken by [Ludwig's] story 
from the start,” says Ghost River 
Theatre director Doug Curtis. “You 
had this right-winged environmen- 
talist going up against the teat of the 
Alberta economy, this man who was 
bucking the system and almost 
became a folk hero.” Realizing that 
he had the perfect current subject 
matter for a dramatic work, the 
Calgary-based Curtis rounded up a 
number of fellow performers to 
strike an innovative theatrical collec- 
tive and embark on what would 
turn into a two-year artistic trek. 

The goal: spin gold from the 
Ludwig tale’s rich threads— ranging 
from the 18 charges laid against him 
in 1999 for oil patch vandalism, to 
the still-ambigious, still-troubling 
shooting of 16-year-old Karman 


Willis, trespassing on the Ludwig 
compound. 

The result was An Eye for an Eye: 
An Oil & Gas, Piss & Vinegar Cabaret, 
a hybrid musical political satire. 

Yes, you did read “musical” in the 
preceding paragraph (original music 
in the show by David Rhymer). 

Curtis was unfazed when songs 
started to emerge from the creative 
stew as part of the no-holds barred 
process. His response: stay open- 
minded.’We were intent to tell a 
story that didn’t point fingers at any 
one person or institution,” says 
Duval Lang, who plays Rev. Ludwig 
himself. “We want the audience to 
draw their own conclusions.” 

A daring theatrical endeavour — 
all the more touchy since in Alberta 
there are NO degrees of separation 
between the oil patch and every- 
body else, Not only are almost all 
theatre companies (including Ghost 
Theatre) supported to some degree 
by the patronage of oil companies, 
it’s a rare theatrical performer who 
doesn’t have personal ties. Both 
Curtis and Lang have close family 
members employed in the industry. 

“My thought was ‘Why shouldn’t 
we be doing this show in Calgary?” 
says Curtis of initially producing the 
play in Alberta’s head-office Mecca. 
“These corporations shouldn't be 
afraid to accept criticism from their 
constituents.” 

In the end, the oil companies and 
various stakeholders have been 
remarkably attentive: more than a 
few have left performances enlight- 
ened about a case blown out of pro- 
portion by the media. 

“I’ve had family members who

work with the oil patch come and 
see the show tell me that they hadn’t 
realized the full circumstances 
placed on the Ludwig family and 
how it forced them to take the action 
they took,” says Lang. “The media 
very much paints him as a fanatic 
who's putting him above the law, 
but they don’t always tell us that he 
tried to work within the system for 
six or seven years and did negotiate 
in good faith with the Alberta 
Energy Company.” 

Not to say that Ludwig is a rural 
innocent when it comes to the 
media. Curtis and Lang had first- 
hand experience with the incestuous 
relationship the good reverend has 
with the media when Ludwig 
attended a Fringe Festival produc- 
tion of the play last summer. 
Someone leaked the news: quicker 
than you can say “sour-gas-well,” 
out came the stalking media, televi- 
sion vans with the portable satellite 
dishes and nervous Edmonton 
police SWAT officers. 

“Ludwig's van pulled up to the 
theatre and the media was on to him 
like flies to honey,” reminisces Lang. 
Says Curtis, “He gives them [the 
media] what they want. He's steady 
like the ocean.”

census were released a few weeks 
ago, we learned that more and more 
Canadians, citizens of one of the 
most multicultural nations in the 
world, feel a need to acknowledge 
both their Canadian nationality and 
their heritage. 

So Sheldon Elter’s hit one-man 
show Metis Mutt, presented at 
NexXtfest and the Fringe last year, 
stroked a sensitive spot. Neither rec- 
ognized as White or Native, often 
bullied, Elter evoked his difficult 
coming of age/identity crisis and 
rang a bell for many. 

The issue resurfaces this week: 
Sound and Fury Theatre’s produc- 
tion of Othello casts Sheldon as the 
Moor himself in an updated version 


redoing these classics and regularly 
reconfiguring Shakespeare. Sharplin 
himself has directed eight 
Shakespearian productions, includ- 
ing a 3-hander version of Othello at 
the 1996 Fringe: the fact that the 
three main characters share 70 per 
cent of the text made that feasible, 
but for the current production, the 
ranks have swelled to six. 

The company also strongly focus- 
es on fostering new talent. The 
choice of Elter for the part of Othello 
was an obvious one for Sharplin 
after working with him for a 
fundraiser and seeing Metis Mutt. 
Elter fell intoacting quite naturally 
as he was studying Education. His 
Metis heritage turns out to be a 
bonus, because he isn’t type-cast, as 
many Native actors struggle to get 


something other than “Indian” roles. 


“It’s a good way to fit in,” he says. 
The success of Metis Mutt isn’t 
turning his head, but it’s making 
him more aware of social realities. 
Touring the show through Albertan 
junior high schools, he’s found that 
it's difficult to identify the schools 
with the highest concentration of 









Metis youth. No problem, since both 
Native and Metis students relate to — 


the show, if somewhat differently 
from Fringe audiences: “ laugh

On one side is Martin Happer in 
an old-man mask and green long 
johns with a half-inflated balloon 
attached to the crotch. On the other 
side is Erik Hildebrand, resplendent 
ina green square-dancing dress, red 
cowboy boots, Dorothy wig and pair 
of formidable falsies. 

Between them, the two actors 
encapsulate the theme of Lysistrata: 
man versus woman, war versus 
peace and, in this case, Billy Crystal 
(in his old man costume from the 
Princess Bride) versus She-Ra. 

The men of Athens have been 
embroiled in a war against nearby 
Sparta. In protest, the women, led by 
the iron-willed titular character 
(played by Lesley Galbecka), go on 
sex strike. Deprived of the comforts 
of their marriage bed, and feeling 
more than just a little deflated by 
their wives’ newfound power, the 
men launch a counter campaign. 

Hildebrand’s first attempt at hop- 
ping the gender fence hasn't really 
proved all that difficult. “When I'm 
on stage I don’t notice,” he says of 
the heavy make-up into the more 
feminine Dipsas. “But the difference 
is weight and heaviness and warmth 
in the front area and the reaction I 
get when | enter the scene.” 

Happer has his own challenges 
with his character, known only as 
“Second Old Man,” as all the males 
are played in half-mask. “For me, we 
have the lower part of our face 
shown so I'm doing more acting

with the mouth, with the jaw, the 
lips, maybe even the tongue,” he 
explains. 

With its use of perspective and 
cartoonishly bright colours, Roger 
Schultz's set evokes a 1950s feel. 
And if you were imagining a stately 
tragedy along the lines of Oedipus 
Rex, forget it. Robert Brustein’s 
adaptation of Aristophanes’ 2400- 
year-old farce is full of vaudeville- 
esque one-liners and innuendo. 

“Tt would have been done in its 
time as a ridiculous spoof,” says 
Hildebrand. “At the time, the con- 
cept of women doing this would 
have been like dogs taking over the 
world.” 

Lysistrata never loses its raunchi- 
ness, Giant phalluses, which would 
likely once have been constructed 
out of wood, are still abundant, 
though they’re now wrapped with 
shiny gold and purple lamé. Behind 
all the laughs and sex, however, 
Happer and Hildebrand believe that 
Lysistrata has a serious and timely 
message. “Obviously, on the surface 
it’s really pertinent to what's going 
on in America and Canada with 
Iraq,” Hildebrand notes.. 

Happer agrees: “It might have the 

wer to open people's eyes up to

THE MAKING OF WARRIORS 

Sharon Pollock's latest play, The 
Making of Warriors sounds like it 
should be about war, but it’s a call to 
arms of a different sort. It’s really 
about the metaphorical battle of 
those who come to stand up for 
what they feel is right, even at con- 
siderable personal risk. Director 
Heather Inglis seems to have lucked 
out, choosing a play that was not 
only written by a two-time 
Governor General's award winner, 
but which also seems to resonate 
with numerous local and interna- 
tional issues. 

The play weaves together the 
story of three women: Eloise in the 

resent, who is driving past an event 
at the side of the road; Anna Mae 
Pictou Aquash, a Mi‘kmaq woman 
who was present at the standoff at 
Wounded Knee; and Sarah Moore 
Grimke who spoke out for women’s 
rights and against slavery prior to 
the American Civil War.

“One of the things that we talked 
about was we wanted you to feel 
when you walked into the space that 
not quite like you were coming to a 
theatre but maybe you were coming 
to an art installation. It’s a piece of 
environmental theatre.” 

“There are old TV’s showing 
videos sort of spread out around the 
room which is a large white cement 
room and the play sort of feels like it 
takes place on the side of the road. 
We're also using some film projec- 
tions almost as a rhythmic light 
source, so at times we might be pro- 
jecting across actors so the way that 
the light works through the space is 
as important as where it lands.” 

“{ think that I’d like people to 
come away and feel like there is a 
possibility for speaking out against 
things that aren't right, that don’t sit 
right with them. But I'd also like 
them to remember the play, remem- 
ber the experience and think, ‘That 
was quite neat.’”

“It’s not a failed joke that he’s going 
for: it’s taking it to it to that fine line 
between Monty Python’s fish slap- 
ping dance and something that’s 
kind of sad, pathetic, but kind of 
absurd in some way.

So did the enigmatic 
Andy Kaufman, whom McCracken 
fingers as the apotheosis of modern 
comic sensibility. 

McCracken isn’t advocating wide- 
spread yukocide, but he knows 
where his character is coming from. 
“Tf I'd just taken a slightly different 
path, this could have been me. It’s 
simply perspective. This guy is far 
more angry and bitter, and he’s a lit- 
tle bit more military about what is 
good and what's not. This is 
garbage. This is Art.”

THE MIKADO 
jamin Butterfield was born to 
play Gilbert and Sullivan. Literally. 

“My father was a huge Gilbert 
and Sullivan fan, and I grew up with 
the songs,” says the high-energy Sian 
former who plays Nanki-Poo in the 
Edmonton Opera production of the 
1885 operetta The Mikado. 

“He used to pass out G&S scores 
on car trips and knew each and 
every word of the repertoire. If you 
sang a word out of place you'd get a 
raised eyebrow,” says Butterfield, 
who also starred in the last G&S 
operetta the Edmonton Opera pre- 
sented (The Pirates of Penzance). 

Following his older brothers’ foot- 
steps, Butterfield played in his high 
school production of The Mikado, an 
early start to a well-enjoyed specialty

in G&S that’s seen him sing in eight 
productions of the operetta — a 
mixed blessing career-wise. 

Feeling too well-versed in the 
popular British duo’s work, 
Butterfield specifically stepped back 
from working on their operettas for 
a number of years before coming 
happily back to the fold. “I got hired 
to do a G&S piece in Calgary and 
got the best review of my career. 
That's when I decided not to fight it 
and just take these operettas for the 
musical treats they are.” 

The secret to a deft production of 
a G&S operetta? Easy, says 
Butterfield, follow the elegant music 
closely, respect the intricate lan- 
guage of the text (clear diction is oh- 
so-important for the famous patter 
songs), bring lots of energy to the 
table, and don’t fuss about the crazi- 
ness inherent in the non- linear plots. 

Described as “topsy-turvy” in 
Mike Leigh’s brilliant docudrama of 
the same name, G&S plots are 
almost surreal, wildly enjoyable con- 
fections that jump about from one 
improbable scenario to the next. The 
Mikado, arguably the most popular 
G&S collaboration, features charac- 
ters in disguise, multiple engage- 
ments, on-and-off-again death sen- 
tences and frigate-loads of twists 
and turns leading up to the requisite 
happy ending, all interlaced with a 
raft of infectious tunes. 

If anything, you have to be careful 
to keep your performance simple, 
concentrating on keeping your ener- 
gy level high and adding fresh 
touches to the tried-but-true charac- 
ters, says Butterfield. 

In fact, playing in G&S pieces can 
give a singer some gear-shifting 
challenges when he goes back to 
more traditional operas. 

“T was in a production of Cosi fan 
tutte when I realized I had shifted 
gears too quickly,” concludes 
Butterfield. “I was putting in too 
many operetta flourishes in the 
Mozart comedy.”

Women — who gets them? 
Certainly not Nils Ling. 

“The truth about daughters is that 
fathers and daughters have a very 
unique kind of relationship,” he 
explains. “Generally a father can 
look at his son and can see himself 
reflected back. He can see it in the 
behaviour... Because men do not in 
any way understand women, a 
father has a very difficult time seeing 
himself in his daughter. So the rela- 
tionship is a search. That's what the 
play is about: it’s a search by a father 
for where he is in his daughter.” 

Ling sent his skewed view of fam- 
ily life out on the airwaves via CBC 
radio for 17 years before moving to 





well-meaning but awkward homage 
to nothingness?

The transition from radio to the- 
atre wasn’t that big of a jump. Ling 
had been writing plays for many 
years before chance led him to create 
The Truth About Daughters. It began 
as a monologue performed for 
CBC's Madly Off in All Directions, but 
the idea for making it into-a full play 
was the spontaneous result of a con- 
versation with the bigwigs at the 
Harbour Front Jubilee Theatre in 
Summerside P.E.I. about renewing 
his musical The Maritime Star for 
another season. 

“ said ‘There's this one-man 
show I’ve written,” he laughs. “Of 
course I hadn’t written it, but right in 
front of me I had this scene I’d done 
for Madly Off. So I do this scene and 
they're hooting and hollering at the 
other end.” 

Ling lives for that reaction now: 
He’s become what he calls “an 
applause junkie.” 

“On radio, you're forcing your 
personality through this micro- 
phone,” he explains. “It’s like you're 
blind-folded and you're throwing a 
rock out into the water. You assume 
there are ripples but you don’t 
know. With being on the stage; you 
know right away. You know if you 
really know what you’re doing and 
you know if you're sucking really 
bad. That's the joy and the pain of it: 
that the response it immediate.”

Korean restaurant offers 
northern dream: indoor barbecue

I’M ALWAYS SO HAPPY TO FIND A 


place I haven't been before that dish- 
es me out some good grub. Korean 
Village is the best new dining-out 
experience I've had in recent memo- 
ry, and it’s not just because it 
allowed me to have a barbecue in 
the dead of winter. 

Okay, maybe it is. Tucked away in 
a residential neighbourhood a few 
blocks south of Bonnie Doon Mall, 
Korean Village sports a feature that I 
haven't seen in any other Edmonton 
restaurant: every table is equipped 
with a gas grill. I was ina sizable 
group, so they seated us around a 
big wooden table screened off (by 
screens, of course) from the adjacent 
tables, placed a drip-tray and convex 
skillet over the gashead and fired it 
up. 

The people I was with were sold 
on the buffet at one glance, so we 
never even saw menus. As we lined 
up to fill our plates with kim chi, 
beansprout salad, fried dumplings 
(mundoo), two kinds of green salad, 
shrimp chips, ginger beef, two kinds 
of soup and rice, our server placed 
large platters of raw prawns and 
deliciously marinated side ribs on 
our table. Once seated, we started 


—— 





cookin’. The buffet also includes 
bite-sized pieces of marinated pork, 
chicken, beef and squid, so our grill 
was full of the sizzling, quick-cook- 
ing meats (We were supplied with a 
second grill to do the prawns, since 
one of our number was allergic to 
shellfish.) 

To be honest, the meat was flying 
so fast and furious, it’s hard to recall 
the details of each morsel, but I was 
thoroughly impressed by all of it. If 
you've had bul-go-gi, you know that 
Korean meat marinades sometimes 
feature a touch of sugar to set off the 
soy sauce and other seasonings. 
Since I was doing my own cooking, 
everything was prepared to my 
specifications and reached my plate 
piping hot. 

The sides too were delicious. I 
could eat kim chi and bean sprout 
salad every day, so | indulged partic- 
ularly heavily in the spicy pickled 
cabbage and sesame-flavoured 
sprouts, but the green salads were 
no less tasty and distinctive. Korea 
shares with Japan a propensity for 
sushi, so makki with crabmeat, avo- 
cado and egg was also part of the 
buffet. 

The buffet goes for $14.99 — 
they'll ding you an extra $10 if you 
waste food, so eat what you take — 
which is a good deal for high-quali- 
ty, all-you-can-eat fare, and the

Mon We're All 
Still Here (Nous sommes tous encore ici) Formalist and 
free-wheeling, cerebral and comic, We're All Still Here 
seems transparently autobiographical about Miéville’s 
relationship with Godard, not least because Jean-Luc 
tums in a “frankly adorable performance” (Variety) ina 
role originally written for another actor.

Miéville’s wise and witty tnptych 
signals its theme in its title: despite the persistence of 
isolation, authoritarianism, and imbecility across the 
centuries, for some strange reason, “we are all still 
here.”
